The visit of delegates representing

contributors to the campaign fund of 
a party except favors In return in the 
event of victory for that organization. 
Large contributors to the Republican 
campaign fund have been suspected 
of expecting favors through the pro- 
tective tariff rates. 


The senate now proposes to have 


full publicity of political contribu- 
tions at intervals of 10 days during 
the coming presidential and congres- 
sional campaigns, «and also publica- 
tion of the deficits at the end of the 
contest, nad the names of those who 
help to make it up. 
Members of 


committees found guilty of withhold- 
ing such information or of misrepre- 
senting the facts would be liable to a 
maximum penalty of a year's impris- 
onment and a fine of $5,000. 


A feature of this that must not be 


overlooked, however, is that as large 
individual contributions may be kept 


aown—although the senate resolu- 
tion does not limit them—the rank 
and file of the parties, who look with 
suspicion upon the big donations, 
should be impressed with their obli- 
gation to help produce the funds for 
legitimate campaign purposes. Cam- 
paigning in this modern day and in 
a country the size of the United 
States demands a large sum in the 
aggregate to meet the ordinary re- 
quirements of organization, putting 
out literature^ transportation of can- 
didates o-ver the --continent and s.r-" 
ranging for meetings. Somebody has 
to produce this money if the cam- 
paigns are to be carried on effective- 
ly. If the many members of a party 
do not "chip in" each his or her 
small part, then, obviously, the or- 
ganization will have to look to the 
few who may be able to contribute 
largely. But this latter alternative is 
neither democratic nor fair. 
When 


each of the major parties has millions 
of members, ample funds could be 
raised by small contributions. 


Publicity of campaign funds is thus 


to be thought of not alone from the 
standpoint of keeping down the con- 
tribution* of a selfish nature. It also 
should shame the millions who never 
thinkjqf Citing £ven a cent to help 
tWeir parties «arry on campaigns.

Cooks Meak With Sun's Heat

WASHINGTON, May 30.—Some of 
these days Mrs Housewife can throw 
away the contents of the kitchen 
stove wood box. sick the bull pup on 
the gas bill collector and do her cook- 
ing by the heat of the sun 
This is the prediction of those 


watching the experiments now being 
conducted by Dr. C G Abbot, direc- 
tor of the Smithsonian Institution's 
aatrophysieal observatory 
Dr. Abbot has been carrying on his 
researches up to date with a large 
"solar cooker " erected on Mount \VI1- 
eon, in California 
These experiments have proved so 


•uccessful that he n> now contemplat- 
ing working out a solar cooking de- 
Trice of the same 
type but small 


enough to be used in the home. 


The Mount Wijgon solar cooker is- 


operated, as /ollows 
A cuived mirroi. 7 by 10 feet, is 
•et up with its concave reflecting s^r- 
face toward the sun and its axis 
parallel to the axis of the earth. 


Above the mirror is a re&ervoir 


filled with ci Under oil. 
Two pipes, leading from the mid- 


dle and bottom of the icaeivoir, are 
joined together and run as one pipe 
underneath the mirror, then up 
nd 
through the center of the mil rot, <ind 
back into the top of the reservoir. 


The sun's ra>s reflected by the 


mirror's concave surface are con- 
cwtrated on the section- of pipe run- 
ning through the mirror's center The 
Oil • in this section of pipe becomes 
heated, expands, and enters.the top 
of the reservoir. 
The cold oil farther down in the 


reservoir is then forced out through 
the two lower pipes, through the 
pip«> underneath the mirror, into the 
heated section of pipe and back into 
the 
reservoir's 
top—a 
continuous 


flow. 


Two ovens are built in the reser- 
voir, and as the hot oil flows in a 
cooking temperature is raised and 
ENG.

The ovens were hot 24 hours 
a day, and without running expense.
